NEXT BIG SCANDAL. 
(By International Labor News Service.) 

Is the billion dollar Farm f.oan system also 
sugaring off financially to the benefit of politicians 
who now control it through the 
Loan Board? 


Federal Farm 

Charges of irregularities possibly involving un- 
divided prolits of the system amounting to four 
million on November 30, and of dangerous ex- 
ploitation of this country-wide system of twelve 
land Lanks whose forty millions of capital stock 
is held by 300,000 farmers, were preferred against 
the Federal Board before the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee by R. H. Coker, nephew 
of President Harding and until recently reviewing 
appraiser for the Board. 

Senator Borah put in on December 10 a resolu- 
tion asking the Federal Board, nominally a bu- 
reau of the Treasury Department to supply in- 
formation concerning the unexpected and un- 
announced salary raises since last March. This 
instituted hearings, resulted in holding up the 
four recess appointments to the Board, and has 
brought to light evidence that begins with charges 
of extravagence at the expense of the farmers 
and ends with wonder whether here, 
too, there may not be the hand of “invisible gov- 
ernment.”

It left in the hands of politicians 
without a dollar invested in the system the sale 
of a quarter billion or more bonds annually with- 
out the necessity of letting stockholders know 
the precise details of contracts made with a syn- 
dicate of eastern bond houses—yet an infinitesi- 
mal “leak” of the smallest fraction of 1 per cent 
would he a fortune every year. The opportunity 
for exploitation such as Mr. Coker points to on 
the surface exists deeper down. And _ this. bill 
passed the Senate totally unconsidered or even 
read, unknown to most of the Senators, tucked 
in as Title 3 of the Agricultural Credits Act, a 
last-moment measure for short-time credit. It 
It is an eternal disgrace that such a thing could 
happen.

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FLUCTUATING SENTIMENTS 
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The Literary Digest’s nation-wide poll on the 
Mellon tax plan is propaganda for that proposal, 
declared Senator Harrison on the floor of the 
Senate. He charged that the documents issued 
in connection with the canvass did not use the 
word “surtax” or say anything about any other 
proposed plan. ‘Whenever an organization starts 
out at a cost of approximately $400,000 to obtain 
a poll which is in the form of propaganda we must 
look upon it with suspicion,” said Senator Har- 
rison. ‘We find the Literary Digest filling two 
or three of its pages with references to the poll 
on the Mellon plan. It is claimed 15,000,000 let- 
ters have been circulated and 15,000,000 postcards 
asking people to express an opinion on the Mellon 
plan, Its side purpose is to influence Congress, 
to bring to the attention of Congress what the 
American people are thinking of, and if that be 
so it certainly should be a fair poll. Now, is that 
the fact? I want to read some of the data that 
goes with these postcards. Here, for instance, 
on the reverse side of one of these documents it 
purports to show how the Mellon plan will reduce 
individual income taxes, but it says nothing of 
any other plan that has been proposed. It puts 
it up to the country, and the only votes permitted 
are for or against the Mellon plan. It shows the 
reductions from $1000 net incomes to $100,000. 
There it stops. It does not go beyond $100,000,” 


New light was thrown on the orgy of war 
profiteers by Congressman Watkins in a speech 
favoring an excess profits tax. He quoted court 
records to show that “many firms were making 
profits from 36,327 per cent and less, some of 
them 1500 per cent, many of them 3600 per cent.” 
Reasons why an excess-profits tax should be 
enacted are to be found in the records of the 
Federal courts, said Mr. Watkins. The Lever act 
was intended to stop profiteering, but the United 
States Supreme Court set that law aside. Firms 
that had been fined under the act asked that the 
fines be returned to them. It was at these trials 
that profits of as high as 36,327 per cent were 
made a matter of record. This unbelievable profit 
was made by a chemical company. One iron con- 
cern made a protit of 1403 per cent, and one steel 
concern 1546 per cent. ‘These are just a few of 
the cases which justify some kind of excess prolits 
tax,” said Congressman Watkins. “It is the only 
restraining influence, that a thief will heed, for 
there is no reason to commit extortion if the loot 
is in turn taken away and an accounting exacted.”

IMMIGRATION FRIENDS JOCKEYING. 

The national industrial conference board is 
jockeying to postpone action on the immigration 
bill and has recommended to President Coolidge 
that the question be referred to another investi- 
gating comimission, and that the present law con- 
tinue until the probers report. 

The conference board represents a score of 
anti-union employers organizations, all 
mitted to the cheap-labor theory. 

The present 3 per cent law expires on June 30 
next. If the bill now pending is not passed by 
that time, or in the general confusion some other 


com- 


action is not taken, there will be no law govern- 
ing immigration and the bars will be down to 
the greatest foreign invasion of one country the 
world has ever witnessed. 

If the trusts, transportation companies and 
racial groups can not make this situation pos- 
sible, they will accept a hastily-drawn bill that 
will continue the present 3 per cent law for one 
year. This in the hope that next year will be 
more favorable to them, as the presidential elec- 
tion will be over. 

Every effort is made to confuse and delay the 
issue. The national industrial conference board 
indicates this policy by its plea for information 
on the number of immigrants needed “for nor- 
mally functioning industry.” This is supposed 
to have an awe-inspiring and unselfish ring but 
it rests on an impossible foundation. On. this 
subject there can be no agreement between em- 
ployers who demand three immigrants for every 
job, and scientists and engineers who insist that 
if industry were properly managed and directed 
there is an excess of labor in the country now.

ADJUSTED COMPENSATION FOR VETS. 
(By International Labor News Service.) 

“Adjusted compensation for veterans of the 
World War is not to be forgotten, even if cer- 
tain politicians find it convenient to evade the 
issue,” said President Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

He continued: 

“It has been shown repeatedly that adjusted 
compensation can be provided without disturbing 
the finances of the country and we are certain 
that is the case. But we are perfectly willing to 
disturb certain kinds of financial arrangements. 
We are perfectly willing, unlike Mr. Mellon, to 
see a proper surtax and a proper excess profits 
tax imposed. To propose reductions of these 
taxes of the rich and to oppose the adjusted com- 
pensation proposal at the same time indicates 
nothing but an indifference to what is merely a 


measure of justice to the veterans of the war. 

“At this moment the Senate is properly im- 
mersed in the Teapot Dome scandal investigation. 
But devotion to public duty on one issue does 
not excuse forgetting every other issue. 

“It took most of the Senators a year to wake 
up to the Teapot Dome and Elks Hill scandal. 
Labor demanded investigation a year ago. It 
likewise supported adjusted compensation a year 
or more ago and it will stick to the issue another 
year if necessary. Congress will not be allowed 
to forget the demands of justice in behalf of the 
men who did the fighting that won the war.”

The first of a series of campaigns in principal 
cities to gather 1,000,000 cans of condensed milk 
for undernourished orphans at American Near 
East Relief centers in Greece, Syria, Palestine and 
Armenia, March 2d

appeal of Henry Morgenthau and other noted 
Near East Relief workers for milk with which to 
save the lives of 95,000 overseas children wholly 
dependent upon American charity.

PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENT 
(New matter is printed in bold type). 


Lucas, 


Amend the City Charter by amending Section 
3 of Chapter I of Article III so as to read as 
follows: 


Section 3. The Supervisors shall meet annually 
between the first Monday of May and the first 
Monday of June, and by a vote of a majority of 
all the members thereof make a budget of the 
amounts estimated to be required to pay the ex- 
penses of conducting the public business of the 
City and County for the next ensuing fiscal year. 
The budget shall be prepared in such detail as 
to the aggregate sum and the items thereof 
allowed to each department, office, board or com- 
mission, as the Supervisors shall deem advisable; 
provided, however, that the salaries or rates of 
compensation of the various deputies, clerks, 
assistants, or employees of every kind or classifi- 
cation of each department, office, board or com- 
mission, shall be itemized in said budget. 

Before finally determining upon the budget, 
the Supervisors shall fix such sufficient time or 
times as may be necessary to allow the taxpay- 
ers to be heard in regard thereto, and the Super- 
visors shall attend at the time or times so ap- 
pointed for such hearing. 


A public hearing on the above amendment will 
be had in the Labor Temple, Thursday evening, 
March 13, 1924, at which representatives of in- 
terested unions are invited to be present.
